On Dec. 3, Cortez, 37, waa 
p la n n in g

his parole officer, James W. 
Greenman, paid a rainy night 
visit to the Cortez home. 
“When I told him he had 
to go back in, it was like I 
walked up and hit him over 
the 
head 
with

2-by-4,” 
Greenman said later. 
“ When you are playing 
God with people’s lives, you 
can’t 
make 
mistakes. 
We 
did.” 
On 
N ov. 
1 
C ortez, 
convicted of peddling heroin, 
* had 
walked 
out 
of 
the - 
Folsom prison gates believing 
he was free on parole. He got 
a job at a pipe factory and 
was reunited with the three 
teen -age 
daughters, 
who 
came to live with him in the 
Sierra foothills community 
of Lincoln. 
Prison officials said that 
last summer they misread an 
appellate court decision and 
cut Cortez’ minimum prison 
sentence from 30 to nine—the 
time he had served. 
A ccording 
to 
Cortez’ 
attorney, the ruling actually 
said only that Cortez should 
be taken to the court where 
he was sentenced originally 
to give the judge a chance to 
reconsider the sentence.

The United States is the 
largest single contributor to 
the UNDP, but ranks ninth 
on a per capita basis. The 
$86.3 million it contributed 
in 1971 averages out to 43

per 
U.S. 
citizen. 
Denmark contributed $ 16.9 
million which averaged $3.50 
per citizen. 
The Nixon administration 
had planned to contribute 
$100 million to the UNDP 
for 1972, but the matter is 
now undecided. 
The nonpartisan nature of 
aid from UNDP funds has a

The Misbehavers: 
Burden All Bear

WASHINGTON (NEA) 


A good deal of bad behavior is condoned in this country 
on the ground that either “nobody is hurt” or that the 
only injury is to the individuals who misbehave. 
This notion surely provides much comfort for the grow­ 
ing number of social libertines who like to argue that 
freedom must be boundless. But, for society, it is a rank 
deception. The individual who embraces the idea is either 
self-deluding or guilty of cynical fraud. 
The drug problem offers a strong example. The final 
defense of the drug-user is that he can hurt no one but 
himself, and that what he does to his body is his business 
Really? 
Many publicly supported hospitals are crammed with 
drug addicts who are seriously ill physically and some­ 
times mentally. They occupy beds that could otherwise be 
filled by sick people who did not contrive to make them­ 
selves sick. 
The addicts are often a heavy financial burden upon 
the state, county or city. They consume the valuable time 
of overworked doctors, nurses and other specialists. All 
this when health care costs are soaring out of sight and 
the quality of such care is in grave jeopardy. 
Obviously, it is the cruellest hoax upon humanity to 
say that nobody but the addict is hurt. On top of every­ 
thing. he usually has to steal regularly to finance the 
habit. His contribution to crime is a heavy tax upon us 
all, both in money and in psychological damage. While 
he is “enjoying his freedom” to wreck himself, he is con­ 
stricting ours by adding greatly to our fears and burdens. 
In this society today, there is also a great shadowy 
realm vvhere law exists but is seldom if ever enforced. 
Minor theft and vandalism gets a pass in the United 
States because the police are too busy trying to cope with 
larger offenses. In some cities your burglary loss has 
to be at least $1.000 before the police pay more than 
cursory attention. Shoplifters, bicycle thieves, stealers 
of petty cash and robbers of the company stock room 
tend to roam unchecked in this nation. 
Go abroad, east or west, and you’ll return to realize 
that America is the great land of the vandal. We have a 
lot of people who specialize in destroying and defacing. 
The cost of replacing and repairing senselessly damaged 
things is enormous for us. 
The alibi artists who make a career of apologizing for 
bad behavior excuse all this as “protest” or the conse­ 
quence of deprivation and discrimination in this unequal 
society. Some of it may be that, yes. But much stems 
from boredom, ignorance, selfish indifference to others. 
Often among the worst offenders are the undeprived af­ 
fluent. Too frequently they have no social cause at all. 
In this motorized civilization, cars are seen by many 
almost as appendages of the body. They are driven (and 
parked) as if the restraints of the traffic laws were un­ 
fair shackles upon the person. 
The cost of the daily pageant of recklessness on U.S. 
streets and highways is immeasurable. It is to be gauged 
in death and maiming. It is also to be calculated in 
mountainous insurance premiums which are truly an 
unfair tax upon the law-abiding driver. 
Motoring fatalities and damage are, of course, greatly 
magnified by the depredations of that preeminent “ I 
only hurt myself” specialist, the drinking driver. Like 
the drug nut, the overuser of alcohol hurts many—him­ 
self, his family, his friends, his work associates, the pub­ 
lic. 
The idea that there is no social cost for self-centered 
bad behavior is juvenile fantasy. It is nothing but a warm 
security blanket to take the chill off the personal cruelty 
chargeable to such misbehavior.

He became a Free - Soil Whig 
and later a Republican. 
In 1847, while president at 
Chicago of the first River and

Convention held in America, 
Bates attracted the attention of 
Canada and the United States.

before that body marks an 
epoch in the history of federal 
aid for internal improvements 
located off the tide - waters of 
the seas.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 


A good deal of bad behavior is condoned in this country 
on the ground that either “ nobody is hurt” or that the 
only injury is to the individuals who misbehave. 
This notion surely provides much comfort for the grow­ 
ing number of social libertines who like to argue that 
freedom must be boundless. But, for society, it is a rank 
deception. The individual who embraces the idea is either 
self-deluding or guilty of cynical fraud 
The drug problem offers a strong example. The final 
defense of the drug-user is that he can hurt no one but 
himself, and that what he does to his body is his business 
Really? 
Many publicly supported hospitals are cram m ed with 
drug addicts who are seriously ill physically and some­ 
times mentally. They occupy beds that could otherwise be 
filled by sick people who did not contrive to make them ­ 
selves sick. 
The addicts are often a heavy financial burden upon 
the state, county or city. They consume the valuable time 
of overworked doctors, nurses and other specialists. All 
this when health care costs are soaring out of sight and 
the quality of such care is in grave jeopardy. 
Obviously, it is the cruellest hoax upon humanity to 
say that nobody but the addict is hurt. On top of every­ 
thing. he usually has to steal regularly to finance the 
habit. His contribution to crime is a heavy tax upon us 
all, both in money and in psychological damage. While 
he is “ enjoying his freedom” to wreck himself, he is con­ 
stricting ours by adding greatly to our fears and burdens. 
In this society today, there is also a great shadowy 
realm where law exists but is seldom if ever enforced.
